Air Support of Korea Battlers

FIFTH AIR FORCE HEADQUARTERS IN KOREA, Sept. 5—Tucked away in Korean 


hills out of sight and sound of planes and guns this headquarters is in reality a clearing 
house for ground troaps’ requests for attacks on the enemy. A round-the-clock operation 
controlled here can place fighter bombers on enemy troops or artillery at a moment's 
notice. In this brain center, air and ground officers work in close co-operation filling 


“order books” and dispatching planes to critical 


commanders. 

This headquarters is connected 
by telephone to every division 
regiment of the United Nations 
forces along the defense perimeter. 
By radio it maintains constant 
contact with the fighter bombers. 
Planes arriving in a battle area 
check in with headquarters here, 
which assigns them targets before 
they reach the front lines. At the 
same time because ground com- 
manders' orders often exceed in 
number the fighter bombers avail- 
able, ground and air officers agree 
upon priorities

Defense is generally regarded as 
the most difficult part of the game 
of contract, and the phase of de<« 
fense that seems to provide the 
most pitfalls for the average play- 
er is the selection of discards 
when declarer is engaged in rat- 
tling off a long suit at no trump. 
The problem thus presented would 
be considerably simplified if de- 
fenders would acquire the habit 
of attempting to visualize the hand 
as a whole, rather than treating 
each suit as a distinct entity The 
application of plain common 
sense by West in the selection of 
his discards in today’s hand would 
have saved the game. 

South was up against a difficult 
choice of bids after East's over- 
call. While it is not good policy 
to make an immediate jump in no. 
trump with but a single stopper 
in the adverse suit, he disliked to 
make the orthodox bid of three 
clubs for fear that partner would 
not have a heart stopper and 
would be unable to try for the 
shorter game. There was the fur- 
ther hope that South’s bold front 
might deter West from leading a 
heart, particularly if West hap- 
pened to be of that vast body of 
players who trust their opponents 
rather than their parteners. 

West opened the eight of hearts 
and East’s 10 was permitted ‘o 
hold. The ace was driven out on 
the next trick and declarer peeled 
off his five club tricks. West's 
first discard was a diamond and 
his second a spade, on the last 
club he made the fatal error of 
letting go the small heart. East's 
discards were the two of dia- 
monds, the two of spades and then 
the eight of diamonds. This was 
proper procedure, since it was 
pointless to keep the king of dia- 
monds guarded, inasmuch as it 
was under the declarer. Declarer 
then led a diamond from dummy, 
The king was taken by the ace 
and the jack forced West’s queen. 
Since He had no heart to return 


‘to partner, declarer could not Se 


prevented from scoring another 
diamond trick and the ace of 
spades. | 
West should not have parted 
with the communicating card (the 
two of hearts). He should have 
had no reluctance to part with a 
diamond, retaining the queen and 
just one other. He could reach 
this conclusion by asking himself 
the following question: “What is 
it that I fear?” Surely he need 
not fear that the declarer had the 
ace and king of diamonds for if 
that were the holding, declarer 
could be counted for nine tricks, 
namely, five clubs, two 
one heart and one spade. In tha 
case why fret?

If the free world needed any addi- 
tional evidence that the invasion of South 
Korea was made in Moscow it is supplied 
in the shooting down by our forces of a 
Russian plane bearing a Russian officer off 
the west coast of Korea. 

The Russian officer was identified posi- 
tively. His name and serial number were 
obtained from papers in his pockets. The 
information has been transmitted to the 
United Nations for all the world to see. 

Coupled with the new Communist drive 
through our lines in a powerful thrust at 
Taegu, this is ominous news. It indicates 
Russia is becoming more willing to show 
her hand. 

The Communist Koreans could hardly 
have amassed the materiel and strength 
for the new drive without direct and 
recent heavy assistance from the Soviets. 
Constant drubbings by our planes have hit 
the invaders’ supply lines hard. Counter- 
attacks by UN ground forces have taken a 
terrific toll in enemy troops and supplies. 
Without, outside help—and a great deal of 
it—the Communists would be unable to 
turn so quickly to an offensive of such 
power over so wide an area. 

The Russian plane fired on our own 
planes before it was shot down. It was 
the second hostile act in recent months by 
Soviet airmen. The first was the murder 
of 10 United States fliers who, in an un- 
armed plane, were shot down over the 
Baltic some time ago. 

Further disturbing reports are coming 
from French Indo-China where Commu- 
nist guerrillas are attempting to drive out 
the Government. There is fear an all-out 
attack may come at any time with the as-

The GOP Turns 
Again to Dewey 


Without at all meaning to reflect on 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, who is an able 
man of integrity and one who has made a 
fine Governor of New York State, it still 
must be said that the draft of Gov. Dewey 
to run for a third term is a fair indication 
of the bankruptcy of the party insofar as 
leadership is concerned. 

After the Dewey defeat by. Harry S. 
Truman, the GOP leadership indulged in 
almost hysterical denunciation of the Gov- 
ernor. Led by their Greek chorus of 
commentators, this leadership declared 
Dewey to be a spineless “me too” candi- 
‘date. They sneered at him as the little 
man “on the wedding cake.” They found 
him infested with New Dealism and they 
would have no more of him. 

Now, faced with the loss of New York 
State if Gov. Dewey does not run, they 
crawi back to him. For, let it be noted, 
this draft was a national one and not at 
all a movemeéat confined to the State or- 
ganization. They were looking ahead to 
1952 when they persuaded the Governor 
to run in 1950. , 

This is a setback to Sen. Taft, of Ohio, 


and his chances for 1950. He and Dewey 
do not see eye to eye. And never have. 

This draft of Dewey means the GOP 
will again offer to the people in 1952 the 
same program of social legislation long 
sponsored by the Governor of New York, 
which has gone further, even, than the 
Democratic program. Indeed, he will be 
the national spokesman in behalf of the 
GOP Congressional candidate this Fall. 

Gov. Dewey will not again be a can- 
didate for the nomination. 

He will throw his eweight toward Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower. The attempt to per- 
suade him to accept a GOP draft will be 
pitched in the op&rafter the 1950 elections 
to Congress. And to governorships of the 
various States.

Gen. MacArthur several days ago re- 
ported the Korean invaders were recruit- 
ing in Manchuria. Qstensibly the recruit- 
ing was confined to Koreans living there, 
but there is no way of being certain this is 
the case. Indeed, there is room for suspi- 
cion that Manchurian troops are marching 
to the battlefront in great numbers. 


A small but fierce uprising, perhaps 
Communist inspired, has occurred in Iran. 
Russia needs Iranian oil to prosecute a 
major war. 

Early hopes that the Korean fighting 
would be localized rapidly are dimming. 
Russia appears determined to press her 
advantage at every point. ‘Whether she 
will do so *to extent of risking direct, re- 
taliation remains a question. 


But it becomes plainer each day that 
Soviet Russia has placed herself squarely 
in the position of an active, aggressive 
enemy. Her announced policy of noninter- 
ference is palpable fiction afd ought to be 
revealed as such in the United Nations. 

Gen. Dwight Eisenhower set the pat- 
tern for our resistance in his address Mon- 
day night in which he called upon Ameri- 
cans to practice Spartan frugality in all 
nonessential matters. 

“We cannot,” he said, “tolerate politics 
as usual any more than we can tolerate 
business as usual. 

“We must get tough—tough with our- 
selves.” 

It is first necessary to do that before 
we can get tough with our enemies. Let 
us not underestimate the danger.

The Voltage Drop 


Those who think ‘that electric current, 
like a mountain stream, can flow forever 
regardless of how many appliances are 
hooked up on the line, will be surprised to 
learn that the Rural Electrification Ad- 
ministration is worried about a possible 
shortage of power for farms. 

The REA reports that its co-ops are hav- 
ing increasing difficulty in getting ade- 
quate supplies of power for transmission 
over the lines. The shortages are due to 
a “snow-balling” effect—the more money 
a farmer makes the more electgic equip- 
ment he buys, and the more appliances he 
uses, the more he wants. In short, the 
farm has. gone electrical—for milking, 
pumping, churning the butter, hatching 
the eggs, etc. 

That's why the farmer and everyone 
else Has a very definite stake in hydro- 
electric and steam-electric projects like 
the Georgia Power’s new Plant Yates and 
the Government’s Allatoona and Clark's 
Hill dams.

“Too many Georgia highways are death traps!” 


Hold your fire. Herman. That decla- 
ration doesn’t come from this lying sirth-generation car- 
petbagger. It's right out of The Augusta Courier, of which 
the editor end publisher is, of all ungrateful people, the Hon- 
orable Roy V. Harris. 


Yessir, the latest issue of The Courier, which until now has 
somehow escaped enumeration in the Talmadgeites’ recurring 
railings against them irresponsible newspapers, joins in the increas- 
ing criticism of the condition of the State’s highway, to put it 
charitably, system. 


“The road from Augusta to Thomson, on the road from 
Augusta to Atlanta and Athens, is concrete and yet it is 
breaking up,” The Courier reports, singling out a few of the 
many highways in the process of disintegrating. “It is full 
of holes and it is so rough at the present time as to be dan- 
gerous except at low speed. On the road to Athens between 
Thomson and Washington, a beautiful concrete road is break- 
ing and is full of holes and is rough enough to throw you out 
of your car. ... Then between Covington and Atlanta is 
another 20-mile stretch of narrow, crooked asphalt road 
built a long time ago. It is still crooked and it is dangerous 
and a person driving this road at night is literally taking his 
life in his hands unless he gets at least two wheels off the 
pavement. In going on and off the pavement, you run into 
washed-out places, and when once off the pavement it is « 
mean job ever to get back on the pavement. Some of the 
worst places in Georgia are on U. S. Highway No. 41. This is 
the longest road in Georgia and the most important. It comes 
into the State at Chattanooga, comes down by Atlanta, Macon 
and to Valdosta. Some improvements have been made in 
some places, but a great portion of this road is narrow, and 
is crooked and rough. ... These death traps on the Georgia 
highways are retarding Georgia's growth and development. 
These death traps are contributing to the low per capita 
income of the people of this State, and they are holding 
Georgia back from catching step with the progress being 
made by other States.” 


Except for its references to “crooked asphalt roads,” The Cou- 
rier ignores its masthead slogan, “Be Not Content With the Appear- 
ance of Things, But Look for the True Meaning.” Otherwise it 
would have delved deeper into the reasons underlying the sorry 
state of Georgia roads, namely our politicians’ traditional insistence 
on buying sand at asphalt and concrete prices. 


But at least The Courier has had the courage to cite the 
rapidly worsening conditions, if not to indict the practices 
which its editor knows so well are responsible for them. 


Incidentally, I dare say its report on the deplorable condition 
of Georgia highways is one Courier editorial which won't be re- 
printed in The Statesman. . . . Not even under the heading, “Et 
tu, Mr. Harris?”

WASHINGTON—In the event of war with 

Russia, Washington, along with many of our 

other principal cities, would be certain to feel 

the weight of bombs. The only thing that protected us from 

bombing attacks in the last war was the lack of long-range bombers 

by our enemies, plus the fact that we had control of the seas which 

made it impossible for off-shore attacks to be launched from 
catriers or nearby bases. 


Due to these factors we were the only major power to escape 
bombing in the last war.

London, Berlin, Rome, Moscow and Tokyo were all hard hit, with 
thousands of civilians killed. 


But in the next war things will be much dif- 
Long Range ferent. The Russians have perfected bombers 
which are capable of reaching our cities with heavy loads of bombs, 
including perhaps the atom bomb. In addition, they are believed 
to have perfected long-range rockets which may be fired against 
our cities from submarines surfaced 50 miles or more off our coasts. 


To meet the threat of attacks of this kind President Truman has 
asked Congress for an initial appropriation of some $140,000,000 
for the partial dispersal of key Government agencies over a wide 
enough area to prevent the capital of the United States from be- 
ing knocked out by a sneak atomic attack. Instead of the Gov- 
ernment being concentrated in the 10 square miles of area em- 
braced in the District of Columbia, it is proposed to spread it 
out over much greater territory. Some of the more vital agencies 
dealing with war plans and defense efforts would be moved to 
sites in Maryland and Virginia. 


Few people stop to realize what might happen if Washington, 
the governmental nerve center of the nation, were knocked out 
by a sudden and concentrated bombing attack. As Sen. Brian 
McMahon of Connecticut, Chairman of the Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee, has pointed out, in case of war the country could not 
fight without “continuity in the operation of essential Govern- 
ment defense agencies.” He named as some of the essential 
agencies the Defense Department, now an easy target in the huge 
Pentagon building just across the Potomac from Washington; FBI 
headquarters, the Central Intelligence Agency, and the civilian 
defense headquarters yet to be established. 


Declaring that President Truman’s request is “absolutely neces- 
sary,” the Connecticut senator went on to say that “our society 
must not become chaotic under the impact of war because its mili- 


tary nerve centers are paralyzed.”’ 

. He was thinking in terms of what would 
Only a Handful happen under present conditions if a few 
well-placed atomic bombs were dropped on Washington. Quite 
conceivably the nation’s capital would be wiped out with only a 
handful of such bombs. Even though the rest of the country re- 
mained intact and we had ample organized forces to defend our- 
selves against any aggressor, the country would be paralyzed. A 
chaotic condition would result. How we would be able to over- 
come the handcap of such a sudden blow is difficult to see.

But there was a time when the National Maritime Union, also 


of the CIO, which also has now quit the Communist front and apparently turned pro-American, 


was threatening to refuse to deliver goods to 
Spain because Franco had licked the Commu- 
nist revolution and had thrown a lot of the sur- 
viving Bolsheviki into jail. The sentiments of 
the boss-goons of the NMU in that instance 
were not pro-American but pro-Russian. 


These unions are not arms of the Govern- 


ment of the United States and President Tru- 
man, who knows the vices of the racket better 
than he admits, was quite right in condemning 
their boycotts of Russian stuff. 

The maritime union is an old ally of Harry

Don’t Embrace Grief 


DEAR A. J.: Grief is a kind of 
malady, from which the afflicted 
should recover as quickly as 
possible. However, running 
away from one’s thoughts, or 
trying to, may not be the deep 
curative, although activities that 
fully occupy one’s mind and 
hands, in waking time, may be 
good rnedicine during the first or 
shock phase of bereavement. 

When a person is nearing the 
limits of his endurance in any 
trial, his nervous system tells 
him so. And if you feel that 
you might go mad with grief if 
you tried to digest your sorrow 
in social seclusion, then it’s 
your duty, to self and family, 
to relax the brooding tension.

Give the steaks a good dredg- 
ing in seasoned fiour :f you want 
them a rich brown color. Add 
just a small amount of fat to 


the skillet. When meat is 


browned on both sides, add 
about 2 tablespoons of water, 
cover, and cook over low heat 
for 15 minutes. 

To make gravy, brown about 2 
tablespoons of flour in the drip- 
pings left in the pan. Add 1 cup 
of boiling water (or water pota- 
toes were cooked in). When 
thickened and bubbly, remove 
from heat and stir in several 
tablespoonfuls of cream. 

Marinated onion rings make a 
flavorsome garnish for the meat. 
Pee] metiium size bermudas, cut 
into %4-inch slices, and separate 
into rings. Then marinate in 
French dressing for 30 minutes. 


Drain and arrange over steaks. A 
bow! of buttered new potatoes, a 
handsome platter of steaming 
hot ears of corn, and a crisp fruit 
siaw are seasonal, economica] 
and pleasing accompaniments to 
the meat. Poppyseed braids al- 
ways score a hit, as do blueberry 
tarts topped with a scoop of ice 
cream. A double crust pastry 
recipe makes six nice tart shells. 
Here's a dasty filling to spoon 
into the flaky shells. 


6 tart shefis 

Combine blueberries. water 
and lemon juice. Mix sugar, 
cornstarch and salt and add to 
mixture. Cook in the top of a 
double boiler until thickened 
and clear, about 15 minutes. 
Cool and fill tartshells. Garnish 
with small scoops of ice cream 
or whipped cream to serve.

State prisons so that they may be treated at Veterans Ad- 


Garland Byrd, assistant director 
of the VSO, explained that - 
ent federal laws prohibit is- 
sion to VA institutions of any vet- 
eran who is being held tor, or has 
been convicted of, a crime. 

Byrd said that, under present 
laws, a veteran in prison woujd 
have to obtain a full pardon be- 
fore he could enter a VA institu- 
tion. He added that he would hard- 
ly expect the parole group to par- 
don a mentally ill veteran with 
only the assurance that he would 
_be treated, since treatment would 
‘not insure cure. 

The VSO official said he and 
Edward B. Everett, Chairman of 
the Pardon and Parole Board, are 
discussing a plan to free unbal-~ 
anced veterans under conditional 
pardons. If the veteran were 
treated and declared cured le then 
might be given full freedom. 

Byrd said he is not certain 
whether the Federal Government 
would permit such action, and 
added the proposal probably would 
require Congressional action. 

And Byrd said there are many 
problems which must be overcome 
before such a plan could be placed 
into effect. He commented:
